1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed 5 July 2007. Claims 39 
and 45-60 are now pending. The Examiner acknowledges the amendments to claims 
39, 45, 49-53 and 60, as well as the cancellation of claims 40-44 and 61-63. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 45-60 and 39 are allowable over the prior art of record. The following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claims 45-60 and 39, none 
of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a magnetic foot magnetic members 
adapted to revolve about a second axis of rotation within a respective housing unit while 
said housing unit revolves about a first axis of rotation.
